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STRIKE SETTLED. 


Mills in Norway and Sweden All Run- 
ning—Lockout Forced Surrender. 





The Action of the Employers’ Association in Both Countries in 
Closing Their Mills Forced a Settlement—An Agree- 
ment Made to Last for Three Years. 


The strike, which was followed by a general lockout in the paper 
and pulp mills of Norway and Sweden, has been settled, and the 
mills are now in operation again, according to the latest reports 
from both countries. 

The contest between the workmen and employers has been a 
very bitter one since the strike started nearly three months ago in 
a number of the Norwegian and Swedish mills. The original de- 
mands of the men were for shorter hours and more pay, and when 
the mill owners refused to grant all the demands, offering instead 
to make concessions and showing their willingness to have the 
trouble settled by arbitration, the workmen refused to accede to 
this proposition. 

The strike continued from week to week, and it looked for a 
time as if it would continue indefinitely because of the stubbornness 
of the workmen, who were being supported by a rather liberal 
strike fund. The mill owners took every legitimate means at 
their command to reach an agreement with the men, but the atti- 
tude of the employees prevented a settlement. 

The Employers’ Association, finding that it was useless to make 
further overtures to the men, decided to take more radical action 
to break the strike, which was affecting a number of mills in 
Norway and about thirteen plants in Sweden. It was finally de- 
cided to call a general lockout in all the mills in Norway and 
Sweden, as this was the only effective means left to force the 
employees to make some sort of an agreement. 

The general lockout in all the mills was declared by the em- 
ployers on August 10 and all the mills were completely shut down. 
When the workmen found that the mill owners had decided to 
keep their plants closed indefinitely the union intimated that the 
workmen were willing to enter into negotiations with the em- 
A conference was held on the following Monday after 
The employers 


ployers, 
the order for a general lockout went into force. 
and workmen reached an agreement and all questions were solved. 
lhe mills started up again immediately. 

It is understood that a three year agreement has been entered 
into between the employers and workmen at the conference. 
Both sides are reported to have made certain concessions, but 
importers here have been unable to learn definitely the actual 
basis on which a settlement was reached. 

In order to prevent the workmen from attempting to break their 
agreement at any time during the three year period it is said that 
a clause was inserted in the agreement which stated that in the 
event of the men breaking their part of the agreement by striking 
again at any time within the three year term they would forfeit, 


by order of the Government, not only their charter as a union 
but also all moneys paid into the union as dues. 

The strike first started about May 23, when the men in the 
Union Mills, Norway, ‘struck because their demands were re- 
fused. On May 25 the big sulphite plant of the Kellner-Parting- 
ton Paper Pulp Company followed, and gradually the strike spread 
to the adjacent mills in Sweden. The Kellner-Partington plant 
and the Union Mills were shut down for almost three months. 

The shortage of paper and sulphite pulp which was brought 
about by the strike has been severely felt here, as well as in 
Europe. The output of bleached sulphite of the Kellner-Parting- 
ton Company is mostly consumed in this country, and the long 
shutdown at the plant has almost completely wiped out the surpk.s 
stocks of the paper mills here dependent on it for their supply. 
The importations of the well known Kraft papers fell off con- 
siderably, and importers found it a very difficult matter to secure 
additional quantities. 

The European market has been greatly disturbed by the trouble 
in Scandinavia, especially the English market, and for the past 
ten days buyers from abroad who depend on that source for their 
supplies have been in this country trying to secure paper to cover 
their regular contracts,

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THREATENED WAR IN BRIMSTONE. 


It Is Reported That Some of the Surplus of the Sicilian Mines 
Was Last Week Offered in the American Market for 
$19.50 Per Ton—May Be War of Prices. 





Users of sulphur in the paper industry will be interested in the 
startling intimation that has reached the New York market that 
firm offers have been received there to sell Sicilian sulphur at $19.50 
per ton ex-vessel New York. As the current market price is 
$22.12% the news has had a somewhat demoralizing influence on 
the consuming trade in this country, says the Paint, Oil and Drug 
Reporter, and has brought to light a condition of affairs between 
the producers at home and abroad which promises industrial war. 

As prices for brimstone have been stationary for a long time, 
and as there have been no disturbing elements in view, the trade 
has begun to look upon the current prices as an established value, 
and when letters were received from Sicilian Sommission mer- 
chants offering to cut the price there was no rush to accept the 
offer, for buyers reasoned that something must have gone wrong 
in established conditions and that the end was probably not in 
sight. 

Present indications favor this view of the case and should 
warn buyers to be wary of a market which is notoriously weak 
statistically, and which on little further provocation might go to 
pieces. 

It seems that there has been trouble brewing in Italy for some 
time over the sulphur situation. The Copsorzio appointed by 
the Italian Government to conduct the brimstone industry of 
Sicily, it will be remembered, decided some time ago to withdraw 
400,000 tons from the market in order to maintain prices which 
would give the laborers in the mines living wages, and at the 
same time meet American competition. The fact that such a 
vast quantity of merchantable material was lying idly in store 
was enough to tempt speculative interests. Politics were brought 
into the game and the stability of the Consorzio threatened. The 
leaders in the movement are agitators of high financial standing 
who all along have been at variance with the Government and 
are now striving hard to overthrow it. This end accomplished, 
their hopes are to have 400,000 tons of sulphur thrown on the 
markets of the world, which they themselves could acquire at a 
very low price. The further result of such enterprise would be 
that the mines of Sicily would be closed for an indefinite time, 
or so long as the 400,000 tons held out, and that meanwhile the 
American producers would be forced to accept one of two possi- 
bilities. Either they must enter into a gentleman’s agreement and 
maintain prices which would afford the Sicilian speculators a 
handsome profit, or they must meet competition by the usual 
expensive method. 

If the originators of the plan abroad succeed it will mean that 
about 300,000 people will be deprived of all means of support 
and that the Italian Government is likely to have a revolution on 
its hands. Just how far matters have progressed toward the un- 
dermining of the Consorzio it is not possible at the moment to 
speak authoritatively, but straws show which way the wind blows, 
and the recent offer to cut prices in the American market looks 
ominous. 

So far as can be learned there have been no buyers. The latter 
‘are afraid that a storm may break, and when it comes they are 
assured that the American producers will take up the gauntlet 
and enter upon a price war that may leave no bottom to the 
market. The latter have intimated very clearly that the purchase 
of sulphur today at $19.50 would be an expensive piece of business, 
as the sale would be immediately followed by a substantial reduc- 
tion from this figure, with more to follow if necessary. The situa- 
tion, therefore, is particularly interesting. 





Holyoke Mills Restricted to 50 Per Cent. Surplus. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Hotyoxe, Mass., August 19, 1907—The Holyoke Water Power 
Company last week issued restrictions upon the mills, confining 
them to the use of water to the amount of 50 per cent. surplus. 
It is not known how long the restrictions will be necessary. From 
the outlook at present the mills will have a shortage of water for 
some time, as reports from the north state that the Connecticut 
River is low in many places, while the small feeders are either 
running low or have stopped entirely. The rain of Saturday last 
did very little good, as the ground took all that fell. The rainfall 
for the last three weeks has been much below the average.

Strike Still On at Mechanicville, N. Y. 


The strike at the Duncan mill of the West Virginia Pulp and 
Paper Company, at Mechanicville, N. Y., is still in progress, and 
no new developments occurred this week. The mill has now been 
down for about four weeks. There are no prospects of settlement 
in sight at present. The loss to the company amounts to 100 tons 
per day of book paper, 40 tons,of sulphite and 40 tons of ground 
wood. 


On August 12 application was made to the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania for a charter for the J. Mellon Hagy Waste Works. The 
incorporators are Elizabeth H. Sagendorph, Mary C. Hays and 
Elizabeth C. Mackeown, all of Philadelphia.

AUSTRALIAN TARIFF. 


A New Schedule Went into Effect Last 
Week—English Made Paper Favored. 


The Federal Council of the Australian Government Last Week 
Adopted a Tariff Which on News, Writings and Box Papers 
Favors England 10, 5 and 20 Per Cent. Respectively. 


Exporters of paper in this country were taken entirely by sur- 
prise late last week when they learned that the Federal Council 
of the Australian Government had imposed a duty on all classes 
of paper other than that manufactured in Great Britain, not even 
excepting Canada. 

Importers here do not believe that the bill was introduced as a 
measure to benefit the other colonial possessions such as Canada, 
where a great amount of paper is produced, but simply to allow two 
or three large paper manufacturers in the United Kingdom to mulct 
the Australian buyer by giving them a practical monopoly of the 
trade, which will admit of their charging very high prices for their 
paper. “To show that the measure is nothing more than a grab,” 
said one importer, “it is a well known fact that Great Britain does 
not make enough paper at home to supply the demand, so why 
should Great Britain be given the preference by the Australian 
Government in order to secure business there when it cannot take 
care of its home market?” 

The exports of paper from the United States to Australia have 
been gradually declining, and with the condition prevailing in the 
paper industry in this country at present, the American paper 
manufacturer is not particularly interested in the Australian field. 
The Australian Federal Council, it is said, has made no provision 
to protect existing contracts in this country, and this feature of the 
new law may work considerable hardship on those manufacturers 
here who are not covered by a clause in their contracts against such 
sudden impositions of duty. 

As soon as the measure was read before the Federal Council it 
was decided that the duty go into force immediately, so that ex- 
porters in this country were given absolutely no warning regard- 
ing the proposed action of the Australian Government. While the 
new tariff or duty will not be definitely settled for at least three 
months, with reference to its permanency, nevertheless the duty 
was levied at-once, and should the bill fail to become a law when 
it is finally voted upon the moneys collected as duty in the mean- 
time will not be refunded. This is further evidence, the exporters 
say, that it is a grab of the rankest kind, and then to discriminate 
against Canada shows that favoritism is behind the whole measure. 
The duties as imposed on the different grades of paper are as 
follows: Book paper 20 per cent., news paper 10 per cent., and 
writings 5 per cent. 

“Some of the New York city exporters doubt whether the bill 
will be finally passed, as they believe that manufacturers in Great 
Britain whom the bill evidently favors will find that the home 
market is much more preferable from a business standpoint than 
selling paper ’way off in Australia, eveh at a slightly higher price. 


Use of Water in Fox Valley Restricted. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appteton, Wis., August 19, 1907.—For the first time since last 
spring a small restriction was placed last week upon the use of 
water for power by the Fox River mills. Up to this time they 
have been drawing whatever they wanted, but now what is known 
as “second water” has been cut off. The mills are still using the 
full flow of the river at a normal stage, however, which is sufficient 
for every need. Fox River. 
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Fullerton Tells Phillips About Conditions Here. 


The following, reprinted from the Paper Maker and British 
Paper Trade Journal, speaks for itself: 

“Mr. K. B. Fullerton (‘The Judge’), first vice president of the 
Manufacturers Paper Company, of New York city, is on a pro- 
longed holiday trip with his wife, two sons and two daughters 
‘doing Europe. Mr. Fullerton and his family have been visiting 
the Lake district and Scotland, and are at present in France. In 
an interview with our Mr. S. Charles Phillips in Paris Mr. Ful- 
lerton expressed himself as follows: 

“‘T left New York toward the end of June last and know very 
little of the conditions obtaining just now in the American and 
European paper trade. I had intended taking this long tour with 
my family next year, but the conditions were so favorable—that is, 
having sold out every pound of paper and with nothing further in 
sight—I decided to come over this summer. 

“‘There was at the early part of this year about 60,000 tons of 
news in stock in the United States, but all that has now disap- 
peared. My company is responsible for about 300 to 320 tons of 
news paper per day—quite a lot to take care of. The trouble is 
that no new grinders have been put down in the United States 
mills to increase the production of ground wood for the past three 
years, and, consequently, there is not enough of that pulp to sup- 
ply the requirements of all the mills in the States. There is an 
undoubted increase in the demand for paper, but no appreciable 
increase in the raw material to meet it. The present state of affairs 
is likely to continue. Our mills not being able to supply the extra 
demand, we have been obliged to look to Canada for all they can 
spare. Prices are undoubtedly good. I sold about 200 or 300 tons 
of news at 3 cents (1'4d.) net just before I sailed. 

“Tt is no use of the British market looking to the States to 
come to the rescue if, in consequence of the strikes and lockout in 
Scandinavia, Britain’s mills are unable to fill their contracts, for 
thére is no surplus available in the States for any purpose and not 
likely to be. 

“*This is the biggest boom in the American paper trade I have 
seen for thirty-five years.’ 

“Mr. Fullerton and family will, after visiting Germany, Switzer- 
land, Austria and Italy, sail from Genoa by the N. D. L. steamship 
Princess Irene on September 5.” 


Scandinavian Mills Seek Export Trade. 


Swedish reports state that the paper manufacturers of that 
country are constantly increasing their efforts to develop a direct 
foreign trade, particularly with China and Japan. They seek in 
this way to render themselves independent of the English and 
German markets. For the purpose of facilitating this trade it is 
contemplated to erect several large paper mills, with the special 
object of supplying the requirements of the Far East. 

Efforts of a similar character have already been made in Nor- 
way, so that the Scandinavian industry will doubtless ere long be 
heard of in distant markets. At present its products are largely 
exported by trading nations, so that the real extent of its foreign 
commerce is hidden. The financial requirements of the plan will 
be fully met by the co-operation of some important Scandinavian 
firms that will do what is needed to enable manufacturers to 
secure foreign trade. 


Waverly Box Board Mill Burned Again. 
Newark, N. J., August 20, 1907.—The second fire in three months 
in the Waverly Box Board Company’s mill, controlled by Mathias 
Plum, at Waverly, did several thousand dollars’ damage last 


Thursday afternoon before it was extinguished. The last fire 
greatly damaged the plant, and it has suffered’ from many other 
fires. The work of rebuilding it after the fire three months ago 
was completed only a short time ago. 
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WILD RUMORS ABOUT WESTERN MERGER. 


While the Work of Appraising the Plants Is Going on There Are 
Many Improbable Stories Afloat, Among Which Is One 
That the Standard Oil Company Is Back of the Merger. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. 1 

AppLeton, Wis., August 19, 1907.—As I tried to tell you by wire 
last week, but did not wholly succeed, on account of the strike, the 
return of Mr. Hanrahan, this time also accompanied by appraisers, 
who are working on the values of the mills, has occasioned a big 
flare up in the newspapers, which have been outdoing each other 
each day in the effort to tell the biggest stories, the authorities 
quoted being “one of the most prominent manufacturers,” etc., but 
taking care to mention no names. Early last week John D. Rocke- 
feller was brought forward as the man behind the enterprise who 
was going to furnish the money for buying the mills. Now the 
story is that it is the International Paper Company that is behind 
it, and is expecting to secure control of three-fourths of the print 
making output of the country. 

Either of these things may be true so far as anyone outside def- 
initely knows, but it seems more probable that the merger, if it is 
accomplished, will be found to be something entirely separate from 
the International Paper Company or John D. The fact is that it is 
practically impossible to get any authoritative expression from 
anyone who knows. Mr. Hanrahafi has been a pattern of the 
Egyptian Sphinx ever since he first struck Appleton, and the manu- 
facturers either haven't known themselves or else have armed 
themselves with an irrefragable discretion and have been as “un- 
pumpable” as a well in the desert of Sahara. All they will say is 
that the mills will not be merged until they are merged, which is 
interpreted to mean that there may still be opportunity for slips 
between the cup and the lip. While the appraisals are being made, 
as anyone can see, there is no certainty that they will be satisfac- 
tory to all concerned; in fact, a “prominent manufacturer” told 
your correspondent today that so far as he could see the scheme 
was actually no further along now than it has been at any time 
since the securing of options commenced. While it would be easy 
to use up white paper and ink giving details of the speculations 
that are being indulged in, speculations would really be all that it 
would amount to, and the guess of the man in New York is as 
good as the guess of the man in Wisconsin. Fox River. 


I. P. Not Back of Merger. 

Watertown, N, Y., August 20, 1907—Anson R. Flower, director 
and member of the finance committee of the International Paper 
Company, says there is absolutely no foundation for the report that 
the International Paper Company is backing the movement to con- 
solidate the Western paper mills. The International has no mills 
west of Niagara Falls. 


Supply of Wood Is the Big Question in Wisconsin. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., August 19, 1907.—The question of the future 
pulp wood supply for the mills of Wisconsin is the biggest one 
now before the industry. It overtops the question of whether or 
not the companies shall be merged into one by Mr. Hanrahan. 
Whatever may be the disposition of the various paper companies 
to the proposed merger, it is certain that they are awake to the 
need of doing something to get a wood supply, and are discussing 
the matter and consulting among themselves to see if they cannot 
find a way. Of course nothing will actually be done until it is set- 
tled whether the print mills of this neighborhood are to be amal- 
gamated into a smgle concern. If that should be done it would 
probably simplify the matter of securing a wood supply. But the 
manufacturers are not so sure of the amalgamation being made 
that they are letting pulp wood matters drift. 

It is agreed that the mills must go to Canada for their wood, 





and there are two ways of doing it, either individually or col- 
lectively. And then there is the point of whether the wood shall 
be brought here or whether the mills shall grind it in Canada and 
ship the pulp in here. The Canadian laws, as is well known, come 
in as a big factor to be considered. Quebec is the only province at 
present from which pulp wood can be exported, and it is a question 
how much longer it will be permitted there. Most of the timber 
land in Ontario is owned by the Government, which will not sell 
it to paper manufacturers from the United States unless they agree 
to manufacture the timber in Canada. There are, of course, some 
fee simple lands and Indian lands in Ontario which might be pur- 
chased by manufacturers from the States, and it might be possible 
that sufficient lands of this kind could be obtained if it was gone 
about in the right way, but it is evident that the question is hedged 
about with difficulties. 

It has been suggested that the Pulp Wood Company activities 
could be expanded sufficiently to embrace going into foreign fields 
for wood, but it is understood that this expedient is not now being 
considered by the manufacturers, who are considering other plans. 
If the paper mill merger should fail to go through the pulp wood 
supply matter would immediately take the field as the most impor- 
tant situation with which the paper industry in this section has 
ever been confronted. Fox River. 


Preliminary Treatment of Fibrous Plants. 


A French patent granted to M. John Leitch Pollock (residing in 
France) has for its object the preparatory improvement in quality 
of fibrous plants, esparto, jute, etc., as well as other similar raw 
materials intended for the paper industry and other branches of 
manufacture. The process employed is the total or partial elimina- 
tion of incrusting substances from the plant by retting. Instead 
of the ordinary method, steeping in a water course, etc., the pre- 
liminary retting is effected by a specially prepared ferment. 

The consequent reduction in weight will effect a saving in the 
cost of packing and carriage. It is not intended to change but 
to improve the output of the present industrial processes, with 
special reference to the manufacture of paper. In other words, the 
fibres which have been thus retted (as flax growers term the 
process) are afterward treated in the ordinary way, but on ac- 
count of the semi-prepared condition of the fibre and the propor- 
fion of cellulose it contains the paper manufacturer would, it is 
said, make an appreciable saving in coal, chemicals and labor. 
The products he would obtain are, moreover, of superior quality, 
having been subject to a less protracted and less energetic treat- 
ment. 

Sub-products of importance can also be obtained by this method. 
Among them may be named alcohol, as well as waste liquids rich 
in organic fertilizing matter of value in agriculture. 


Importance of Sorting Pulp Wood. 

While in working rags extreme care is used to separate the 
inferior qualities of fibre from the better kinds, similar precautions 
in the case of pulp wood are only, it has been remarked, taken in 
factories with a thoroughly good organization. According to the 
Papier-und Holzstoff Fabrikant, the following advantages result 
from the proper care being exercised in this respect: (1) Good 
working on the paper machine, with the result of an increased pro- 
duction; (2) much tougher quality; (3) consequent possibility of 
saving in the admixture of dearer fibrous substances, such as cell- 
stuff, esparto pulp, or rag pulp; ¢4) saving in size and alum as well 
as in color and minerals; (5) better possibility of preserving 
weight, and (6) greater output and greater production in grinding. 

Attention is called to the fact that the comparison of results 
in the grinding of wood show that cheap wood, provided it is good, 
is the most economical in both grinding and in chemical treatment. 
It is further remarked that in this way paper factories with less 
perfect equipment do better than others with all advantages, par- 
ticularly in thin papers. 3 
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PRICES MUST GO HIGHER IN CANADA. 


The Unfavorable Conditions for Getting Down the Logs Last 
Year (1906) and This Year, Combined With the Handi- 
cap of Low Water, Have Produced a Shortage of Pulp. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, August 19, 1907—W. H. Rowley, president and man- 
aging director of the E. B. Eddy Company, of Hull, says that 
prices for all pulp and paper products are in a badly mixed up con- 
dition and are subject to changes in the near future. In giving a 
reason for this he told the representative of THe Paper TRADE 
Journat that the season of 1906 was unfavorable for getting down 
pulp wood, and what wood reached the mills could not be well or 
profitably handled because of low water and slack power all sum- 
mer, autumn and winter. The winter of 1906-7 was also unfavor- 
ably for up river operations, the snowfall being light, the cold in- 
tense and the ice unusually thick and solid. Accordingly the cut 
of pulp wood was insufficient and costly. This spring was later 
and colder than usual, so the snow melted, and along with the 
early spring rains ran away under the ice into the Ottawa and 
down into the sea before the tributaries were open or pulp wood 
was freed from the ice. 

Speaking of present conditions Mr. Rowley said: “The water 
in the Ottawa is falling so rapidly the drives won't come out ‘clean 
and clear’ this fall, nor will the waters’ at the Chaudiere Falls re- 
main high enough to give the mills the full benefit of their pulp 
grinding and paper making capacity. Thus cost to cut the wood 
and drive it down to the pulp grinders and turn it into paper is 
much increased and the output lessened’ 

“Prices of paper are inadequate to the cost of making. Many 
of the mills are still filling old contracts at 1905 and 1906 delivered 
prices which do not in some cases cover the cost of the paper to 
the paper maker at the mills. 

“Then some of the smaller mills having still a little stock of 
pulp and fibre bought at last year’s prices and some paper made 
up on hand (perhaps being forced to realize to pay wages and 
expenses) seem willing to sell at cut prices below what the well 
considered views of large makers with wider experience know to 
be now absolutely necessary in order to get a fair return over in- 
creased cost in every kind of material and every line of manu- 
facture. 

“Fires, strikes, lockouts, shutdowns, etc., etc., among the pulp 
and fibre mills of Norway and Sweden, the States and Canada, have 
curtailed the output and increased the cost of pulp and fibre so that 
everyone everywhere must pay more for and perhaps use less 
paper, paper bags, etc., for the balance of 1907 and well into 1908. 

“I wish to make it clear that Canadians should not waste their 
greatest heritage by allowing Canadian wood to go out of Canada 
free to competitors to make into paper and sell it in the markets 
of the world, often at cut prices, against our own Canadian made 
paper. 

“I may be excused for so bluntly stating the case, for it is well 
known in the paper trade of Canada, Great Britain and the States 
that the E. B. Eddy Company does not export news or’ other 
papers, and that I am not influenced by any feeling of soreness 
over other British or foreign competition.” G. 


New Paper Box Machine Concern. 


New Haven, Conn., August 19, 1907—The New England Paper 
Box Machine Company, of New Haven; has filed a certificate of 
incorporation. It has a capital stock of $500,000, and will manufac- 
ture machines for the making of paper boxes. The incorporators 
are Samuel Swift, of New York, and William J. Smith and John 
N. Leonard, both of New Haven.

Charles A. Crane, identified with the well known New York 
city paper house of Henry Lindenmeyr & Sons for the last forty- 
two years, died at his residence, 247 St. James place, Brooklyn, 
August 7, in his eighty-fourth year, after a lingering illness.

The deceased was a relative of Senator Crane, Dalton, and also 
of the Crane Brothers, Westfield, Mass. 

The passing away of Mr. Crane thins the ranks of the old time 
paper men who were the pioneers of the trade.

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MORE ADVANCES LOOKED FOR. 


The M. & F. Association and the Makers of Paper Bags Are 
in Session to Take Action on the Question of Prices— 
Jobbing Trade Quiet, Mills Busy, Prices Firm. 


Another general advance in prices on some if not all grades of 
paper now seems imminent within the next few weeks. The 
“M. & F.” Association will hold its regular meeting this week, and 
an advance on manila and fibre papers is confidently expected. The 
increase will probably affect only the Eastern market, as the West- 
ern mills made a substantial advance on August 1. The sulphite 
manufacturers are scheduled for a meeting this week, which un- 
doubtedly means still higher prices for this product. The book 
paper manufacturers feel the necessity of higher prices, but owing 
to the slowness of the demand for book paper just now the mar- 
ket does not warrant an adyance. The increase on this grade of 
paper may not come until September 15 or even lAter. The bag 
manufacturers are contemplating an advance as soon as business 
improves a little. An advance on writings and the other grades 
not already mentioned seems a foregone conclusion, as the mill 
owners state that manufacturing costs continue to increase be- 
cause of the advancing market on all raw materials, The predic- 
tion is being made that by October every grade of paper, and also 
box boards, will be considerably higher than they are at present. 
The announcement of an advance on wrapping papers will cause a 
temporary flurry in the demand, but the real activity will not be 
apparent until after Labor Day. The vacation season will then be 
practically over and general business will again assume its natural 
state. The reports that all the big mills in the Northwest will be 
consolidated within a short time have also had the effect of 
strengthening the whole market. Some of the dealers believe that 
trade is going to improve a little in a week or so. Inquiries, while 
not large, are sufficiently numerous to indicate that the paper busi- 
ness this fall is going to be quite brisk, although buyers are still 
disposed to delay purchasing their autumn supplies for just a little 
while longer. The tone of the communications being received by 
the jobbing trade proves beyond a doubt that the commercial 
interests of the country are still in a prosperous and healthy condi- 
tion. Because of the difficulty in getting deliveries front the mills 
in the West consumers are-said to be trying to place orders in the 
East. Quotations on everything continues to hold firm, and all that 
is required and is now being awaited is the advent of the fall de- 
mand to put life into the market. 





Some Improvement This Week at Holyoke. 


Western Massachusetts Office 
Tue Parer Trapve Journat, 
Hotyoxe, Mass., August 19, 1907. 


There has been very little change in the condition of trade in 
the various mills in western New England the last few days, al- 
though conditions have somewhat improved in trades using large 
quantities of paper. Presumably these branches have been well 
stocked up and are deferring purchasing, 

The mills of the American Writing Paper Company have been 
run, as during the last week, upon a very fair line of business, which 
has been quite Satisfactory to the company. The number of orders 
handled during the past week have been fully up to the volume, as 
compared with corresponding periods. 

Many of the mills have been given numerous small orders, which 
they have filled promptly, and in themselves have created a nice 
summer week's business. 

The Whiting Paper Company reports a fair summer trade, fully 
up to the expectations for August. 

The Crocker-McEl]wain Company has very nearly completed the 
entire equipment of the mill, and during the shutdown installed 


two new turbines in its hydraulic plant. The business of the con- 
cern has grown constantly during the past year, and the mill is 
in a condition, or will be very soon, to fill its orders for all grades 
of paper manufactured by it with the utmost promptness. 

‘The Carew and Hampshire Paper companies at South Hadley 
Falls are running on some quite good orders. The Hampshire mill 
is running on an excellent line of bond papers, the mill having 
been overhauled and the machinery placed in good condition, while 
the Carew mill is filling numerous orders for its ledger papers. 

Berkshire County mills and the mills throughout western Massa- 
chusetts in general have not been favored with many very large 
orders during the week, but as one manufacturer stated this after- 
noon his mill had a fair business, as he had a large number of 
small orders; in fact, more than could be handled comfortably 
at present; and when asked if such a condition of trade was not 
something more than “fair” replied that there was considerable 
more money in his present trade than with one big order covering 
the same amount of paper, and yet if these small orders had been 
all placed in one the news would go out that the mill was rushed 
with business. The trouble with the small fry is that no manufac- 
turer can tell how long they will last, and the large orders can be 
figured in advance somewhat. Ferry. 


Low Water a Market Feature in New England.

Boston, August 20, 1907. 

Reports from city paper jobbers concerning the present status 
of business do not exactly harmonize. While some dealers seem 
to be a little enthusiastic in their statements that business is good, 
others claim that the jobbing distribution of paper in very limited, 
and it is possible that both statements are right, founded, as they 
are, upon the conditions governing each individual case. Even 
those claiming that business was good admit that they could 
easily handle a larger volume of trade if it was offered. Still, 
everyone connected with the trade seems to be well satisfied that 
business has held up so well as it has all summer, when the public 
is more concerned with vacation outings than with the customary 
routine of trade and traffic, to which at other times attention is 
so closely given. With manufacturers conditions are not so very 
unfavorable as regards orders for paper, but conditions regulating 
the“cost of producing paper are not so favorable. Just now manu- 
facturers in different sections of New England are being somewhat 
handicapped by low water. The scarcity of water has restricted 
the production of ground wood pulp considerably, so that wood 
pulp is ruling rather high—$i8 a ton, f. o. b. mill, being quoted 
today by a Maine manufacturer having a little to offer. Paper 
manufacturers seem to be a little backward in seeking new busi- 
ness, judging by the few mill representatives who were seen in 
this market the past week.

News continues 
to be a dominating factor in the trade, and indications are that it 
will maintain its strength. 


By early next month the demand for catalogue papers will be 
excessive, if the reports received from various. quarters are to be 
regarded as a forecast of the volume of trade.

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MEETING OF M. & F. ASSOCIATION. 


An Advance of About Four Dollars Per Ton on the Product of 
the Mills Included in the Association Is Looked 
for as a Result of This Week's Meeting. 








The regular fall meeting of the Manila and Fibre Association 
opened in New York on Tuesday of this week, and on Wednesday 
when THe Parer TrADE JouRNAL went to press it was still in 
session. 

The troubles of the manufacturers of these classes of paper 
seems to be multiplying, and the conditions to be met with today by 
the mills are a very serious problem. The situation in the raw 
material market is one which is evidently disturbing the members 
of the association. Those present at the meeting reported that 
water, not only in the East but also in the West, was very low. 
Some of the mills had to be shut down temporarily, this being par- 
ticularly the case in northern New York. Ground wood, accord- 
ing to the reports made at the meeting, was very scarce, and the 
mills are having considerable difficulty in securing additional sup- 
plies. The peculiar conditions existing today in the raw material 
market are attributed in greater part to the uncertain climatic con- 
ditions. The cut of wood this year, it is said, has not been as large 
as last year, and such wood as has been cut is still stacked up along 
the streams, the loggers being unable té float it down the rivers 
because of the poor water conditions. 

The question of advancing prices again had not come up for 
final action before this issue of the paper went to press, but it is 
quite evident, considering the conditions as outlined above, that 
the mills will be forced to make a further increase in the price 
of paper. The association will probably advance prices about $4 
per ton to meet a similar advance made by the Western mills on 
August 1. This may only apply to the Eastern mills. 

An advance on bag papers may also be decided upon at the 
meeting. 


Paper Bags Likely to Be Advanced. 


The executive committee of the Paper Bag Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation held a meeting in New York on Tuesday and Wednesday of 
this week. The meeting was held for the purpose of discussing 
present conditions in the paper bag market. The lot of the paper 
bag manufacturer just now is not a very happy one. Prices on bag 
papers are high, and it is difficult to get additional quantities be- 
cause of the rush of business at the paper mills. The price on 
paper bags will undoubtedly be advanced immediately or within 
the next few weeks, as the paper manufacturers are contemplating 
a further increase in the price of bag paper. 


York Felt and Paper Company May Locate in Baltimore. 


Battimore, Md., August 20, 1907.—If an acceptable site can be 
found the York Felt and Paper Company, of York, Pa., may locate 
its plant in this city. Through the efforts of Messrs. Eugene F. 
Hoopes and John T. Radford, paper stock dealers, 1018 Ashland 
avenue, the members of the York firm have become fully acquainted 
with the advantages offered manufacturing companies in Baltimore. 
With a little assistance on the part of the business associations and 
city officials Messrs. Hoopes and Radford believe that the company 
would locate in this city. 

The large mill of the company at York was destroyed by fire 
on July 31, and the members of the firm are anxious to procure 
another location. This fact was brought to the attention of Messrs. 
Hoopes and Radford, and they immediately suggested that the firm 
investigate conditions in Baltimore. In speaking of the firm yes- 
terday Messrs. Hoopes and Radford declared that they thought 





the company would gladly locate in this city, providing some little 
effort was made by city officials and the business organizations. 
The proposition of the York concern will be laid before Mayor 
Mahool, and it is expected that he will take some action leading 
to a conference between the members of the firm, himself and sev- 
eral representatives of the leading business associations, 

The requirements of the firm before deciding to build in or near 
Baltimore are fully explained in the following letter received by 
Messrs. Hoopes and Radford from Mr, W. D. Bahn, one of the 
officers of the company: 

“Replying to your favor of the 8th instant, have to say that 
should we decide to locate our new mill in your city we should 
have from 5 to 7 acres of ground located on water front so as to 
receive and ship freight by water, and the property would also 
have to be located so that ‘we could secure, rent free, a considera- 
ble quantity of fresh water for use in our boilers and in the manu- 
facture of paper. 

“We would probably run at least a part of our plant with elec- 


. tricity, and would therefore like to have you quote us prices at 


which we could secure from 500 to 1,500 horse power electricity. 

“We would probably employ seventy-five to 100 persons, all 
men, and our plant would be in operation day and night six days 
a week. It would also be necessary for-us to have a railway siding 
on track, and it would be desirable to have both the Pennsylvania 
and Baltimore & Ohio Railroad sidings, or an agreement by which 
we would have free interchange of cars with the different lines 
entering your city. 

“It is important that we decide promptly where we will locate 
our new plant, and with this idea in view we request that you 
advise us within the next few days just what your city will do for 
us relative to locating there. 

“Thanking you for the interest that you are taking in this 
matter, and awaiting your very early reply, we are, yours very truly, 

“W. D. Baun, 
“York Paper and Felt Company.” 

Mr. Hoopes, who had a personal interview with the members of 
the York firm in reference to locating in Baltimore, said that he 
believed that when the company asks for free rent it means that 
only a nominal and equitable rent should be charged for the site, 

“The location of the company here would be a good thing for * 
Baltimore,” added Mr. Hoopes. “There is a large field for a paper 
and felt manufacturing company in this city, as there is not one 
here. The company purchases sweepings from clothing and tail- 
oring establishments and uses it in the manufacture of saturating 
felt. There are a large number of tailoring establishments in this 
city, and at present most of the sweepings are bought by the York 
Company. The company purchases the bulk of such material from 
all the large Eastern cities. 

“It is the intention of the company to erect a plant that would 
probably cost about $200,000. It will have a capacity of 100,000 
pounds per day, which is about twice the capacity of the plant 
that was destroyed. I also believe that if the company wanted 
additional capital for the erection of its plant it would have no 
trouble in selling its stock to the local junk dealers. 

“I believe that there are a number of desirable sites about Balti- 
more that would be attractive to the members of the concern, and 
if agreeable arrangements can be made the members of the com- 
pany will gladly come to Baltimore to investigate conditions and 
discuss the question with city officials and business men.” 

When he receives the letter it is believed that Mayor Mahool 
will confer with the members of thé leading business associations 
and do everything in his power to bring the company here. 


New York city users of the envelopes made at the new plant at 
Dayton, Ohio, are not enthusiastic in praise of the product of the 
new holder of the Government contract. They hope for im- 
provement, however.

The excavation for the foundation has been 
finished and work on this will be started tomorrow. 


Buys Contents of Rockton (Ill.) Mill. 


I. Barnett & Son, of Milwaukee, Wis., formerly of Beloit, have 
bought the old mill of Bradner Smith & Co. at Rockton, Ill, with 
its contents, and will tear down the establishment and sell off the 
parts as junk. A large amount of machinery is in the old mill. 
This will be sold as the owners find customers. 

The successful disposition of such property is a business that 
requires experience. The seller must know a place to dispose of 
every pound and piece of the material. 

The sorting of the junk is a great part of the success of the 
handling. The Rockton paper mill is a big proposition. Messrs. 
Barnett & Son purchased it just as it was when the mill gave up 
operation a short time ago. 


Duty on Lined Waterproof Papers. 

WasHINGTON, August 19, 1907.—Assistant Secretary J. B. Rey- 
nolds today wrote to the Collector of Customs at New York as 
follows: 

“Folfowing the decision of the United States Circuit Court for 
the Northern District of California of October 1, 1904, wherein it 
was held that certain so called lined straw board made by fastening 
together two or more separate sheets of straw board after each 
sheet had been finished in the rollers and pasting thereon the lining 
is dutiable as a manufacture of paper not specially provided for 
under paragraph No. 407 of the tariff act, and the decision of the 
Board of General Appraisers of February 13, 1906, that duplex 
lithographic transfer paper, a species of paper made of two layers 
of paper, was dutiable under the said paragraph as a manufacture 
of paper, the department is of the opinion the waterproof wrapping 
paper is dutiable as a manufacture of paper at the rate of 35 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph No. 407, and you are hereby in- 
structed to classify future importations of such merchandise under 
the said paragraph.”

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ENGLISH TRADE CUSTOMS REVISED. 


The List of Trade Customs Has Been Revised and Approved 
by the Paper Makers’ Association of Great Britain and Ireland, 
the Scottish Association and the Wholesale Stationers. 


The List of Paper Trade Customs, as finally approved by the Paper 
Makers’ Association of Great Britain and Ireland, the Scottish 
Paper Makers’ Association and the Association of Wholesale Sta- 
tioner, now being sent out to the trade, is prefaced by a notification 
as follows: “The following are the recognized customs of the 
trade relative to paper making, provided that no agreement to the 
contrary has been made at the time of the order between the 
vendor and the purchaser”: 

I—Sale. 

Paper is sold cither at a price per ream, based upon its nominal 
weight, or at the weight by the pound, packed in reams or in 
reels. Wrapping paper is sold at scale weight. 

Machine Made Papers. 

A ream of Paper, unless otherwise specified, contains 480 sheets. 

A “perfect” ream for printing papers contains 516 sheets. 

A ream of envelope paper contains 504 sheets. 

A ream of “news” contains 500 sheets. 

An “insides” ream contains 480 sheets all “ 
or inside quires of 24 sheets, 

A “mill” ream contains 480 sheets, and consists of 19 “ ” or 
“inside” quires of 24 sheets each, and 2,“outside” quires of 24 
sheets each. 

Reams are classed as “good,” 
price of “retree” is 10 per cent., 
lower than that of “good.” 


Hand Made Papers. 
ream “good” or “retree” contains 472 sheets, and con- 
“insides” quires of 24 sheets each, and 2 “outsides” of 
20 sheets each. 

An inside ream “good” or “retree” contains 480 sheets, and con- 
sists of 20 “insides” quires of 24 sheets each. 

In all cases the “outsides” quires are placed one at the top and 
one at the bottom of the ream. 

II—Variations in Weight. 

In printings, writings, etc., the average variation in substance 
of any ream must not exceed 4 per cent., either above or below 
the ordered substance. 

In grays, caps, manilas, browns, colored printings, etc., the aver- 
age variation in substance of any ream must not exceed 5 = 
cent., either above or below the ordered substance. 

In news, printings, writings, etc., the average variation in sub- 
stance of any reel must not exceed 5 per cent. above or below the 
ordered substance. 

In the case of paper on reels, claims for short length can only 
be made when the shortage exceeds 5 per cent., and then only for 
the amount of any excess over and above such 5 per cent., unless 
special arrangements to the contrary are made. 

In grays, caps, manilas, browns, colored printings, etc., the aver- 
age variation in substance of any reel must not exceed 6 per cent. 
above or below the ordered substance. 

But for all papers of substance under 6 pounds demy (174%4x22%) 
and above 50 pounds demy, the actual weight may vary 8 per cent., 
either over or under. 

Paysnent for paper in reels, according to the printed or manu- 
factured results, cannot be claimed by the purchaser. 


Il]—Variations in Measurement. 

The variation in measurement of paper in reams must not ex- 
ceed one-half per cent., either above or below the ordered meas- 
urement, but in no case shall the margin of variation exceed one- 
quarter inch’ or be less than one-eighth inch.

N. B.—Sections II and III are not applicable to handmade paper.

For makings of special weight, size, tint, watermark, etc., not 
having a regular sale in the market, the buyer is to take at full 
price any excéss not exceeding 10 per cent. above the quantity 
ordered, including a reasonable proportion of “retree.” 

Where a maximum quantity is stipulated for when ordering, the 
order is considered duly executed if it amounts to not less than 
90 per cent. of the stipulated quantity. 

V—Materials. 

Unless otherwise expressly stipulated in the order the maker 

is free as to what material he shall use. 
ViI—Wrapping Up. 

The weight for necessary wrappers and string for reams and 

reel is to be included in the chargeable weight of the paper. 
. VIl—Mode of Payment. 

The customary terms of payment are: 

A monthly account to run from the 20th of one month to the 
19th of the next, payable during the succeeding month: thus, goods 
invoiced from the 20th January to the 19th February shall be pay- 
able during March. 

VIlI—Return Empties. 

Carriage on returned empty frames, centres, boards, boxes, 
packing cases, etc., is payable by the customer returning the same, 
unless special arrangements to the contrary are made. 

f IX—Excess 

That the excess carriage charged by the railway companies on 

smalls be paid by the purchaser. 
X—Marking. Reams. 

The actual weight ordered shall be marked on each ream at the 
mill. 

XI—Limit of Time. 

The limit of time for a mill to hold stock to order for the pur- 
chaser shall be six months from the date when the paper is advised 
as ready for delivery, such date not being earlier than that speci- 
fied on the order, after which it shall be invoiced, and shall there- 
from become the property of the purchaser, and remain at his sole 
risk and expense, and shall be paid for within thirty days of 


invoice.

XII—Dandies and Molds. 

Dandies.—In all cases the purchaser shall pay for the dandy or 
molds forthwith, but the make: shall allow an extra 2% per cent. 
off the invoice for each delivery of paper made from such dandy 
until the cost of same is extinguished, after which it shall become 
the property of the maker. If after an interval of three years no 
further order has been received, the maker shall be at liberty to 
take out the watermark and make use of the frame as his prop- 
erty, after giving thirty days’ notice, provided nevertheless that 
the purchaser shall have the right of retaining the dandy or molds 
by refunding one-half of the extra discount of 254 per cent. al- 
lowed in respect of the cost. 

Nore.—The Trade Customs, as codified in 1899, are hereby can- 
celled. 


Protests Against Advanced Prices in Italy. 

Italian printers have made protests against the advanced prices 
established by the paper manufacturers of that country. They wish 
any raise to be gradual by passing through a transitory stage. No 
disposition, however, has been shown by the manufacturers to meet 
the wishes of their customers, it being asserted that materially 
higher prices are necessitated by the increased cost of raw ma- 
terials and labor.

The Australian Tariff Changes. 

In granting a preference in its new tariff to English made paper 
the Australian Government has played into the hands of a com- 
paratively few exporting houses in London.

consumers of paper in the island colony. When the publishers

the tariff into effect will certainly hear from the gentlemen of 
the press, who dislike to have loyalty interfere with business. 

For Australia to discriminate to the tune of 5 to 20 per cent. 
against Canadian and American made paper at this time is the 
height of folly. Everybody but the members of the Federal Coun- 
cil knows that there .is a painful shortage in the supply of paper, 
today, and that Australian consumers are getting or will soon get 
terribly squeezed in the bare market. The paper agents who took 
the contracts are doing the worrying now, but it will soon be the 
publishers’ turn, as the time is drawing near when not another 
pound of paper (especially news) can be spared for export, the 
production for months to come being contracted for at fancy 
prices. If the Australian consumers cannot unaided see the seri- 
ousness of the situation they should inquire why it is that rep- 
resentatives of the largest sources of their paper supply are now 
scurrying over “the States” and Canada trying to discover a few 
tons of paper not already spoken for. 

The logical way, if Australia wanted to benefit paper in the 
British Empire, was to give equal preference to Canada, which 
would then be the one great source of supply, manufacturing as 
it does the paper from the stump to the finished product. 

Besides, the present shortage of supplies in Scandinavia and 
Great Britain does not permit Great Britain to supply Australia’ 
for the time being, and will not permit her to do so for at least 
a year, or until new machines have been installed. 

In view of these circumstances, would it not be a proper thing 
for the United States Government to protest against such a dis- 
crimination against our manufactures, or at least against its im- 
positioh without any warning and without excepting existing con- 
tracts, which, as is well known, are made in. Australia for a period 
of three years? 

When in New Zealand a duty was imposed on all news paper 
except such as was manufactured in the British Empire, all ex- 
isting contracts were respected and due notice was given. 


Scandinavian Labor Troubles Settled. 

The ending this week of the labor troubles in Norway and 
Sweden came as a great relief to the paper market of the world, 
as the curtailed production of paper and pulp due to the strike 
was beginning to threaten serious consequences. 

The shutting down of the Scandinavian mills fortunately came 
at the end of a very active season, when the effect of the reduced 
product would naturally be least felt. The end of the trouble 
now comes at a good time, when the product is most needed to 
supply the requirements of the market. All hands should be 
thankful for the settlement of the trouble, as the demand is big 
enough to absorb every pound of paper and pulp that can be 
made. 
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THE PULP SITUATION IN AUGUST. 


The Settlement of the Labor Troubles in Norway and Sweden 
Has Relieved the Market—Nevertheless There Is a Short- 
age of Pulp, Which Means Continuance of High Prices.

While to outward appearances the domestic paper trade in gen- 
eral has not been very eventful during the last few weeks, because 
of the holiday season and the annual shutting down for repairs, 
nevertheless one pulp and paper mill of importance has been shut 
down owing to a strike, and up to the time of writing this plant has 
deprived the market of about 1,000 tons of poplar soda and 800 
tons of bleached sulphite. Under ordinary circumstances this would 
not mean anything special, but considering the conditions prevail- 
ing in this country and Canada and the recent events in the paper 
world on the European Continent, where extended strike move- 
ments are assuming big proportions which may interfere seriously 
and upset the pulp and paper trade the world over, it cannot be 
overlooked. 

Late in July not less than thirteen Swedish paper mills, with a 
tonnage of about 80,000 tons yearly, became entangled in a labor 
conflict and were forced to close down; luckily the differences ex- 
isting were settled two weeks later, but in the meantime the mar- 
ket was deprived of heavy quantities of both pulp and paper. 

As for the Norwegian situation, earnest hopes were entertained 
that the strike starting in three mills on May 26, and involving 
3,000 to 4,000 workmen and a tonnage of 90,000 tons yearly, 
through the mediation of a Government official would be settled. 
The attempt proved a failure, however, and instead the other 
paper and pulp mill owners belonging to the Employers’ Associa- 
tion went to their comrades’ assistance by proclaiming a general 
lockout, to go into effect on August 10. 

That meant that not less than twenty-four to twenty-six paper 
and pulp mills in Norway alone were idle. It is probably the big- 
gest strike in the annals of the Norwegian paper history, and not 
less than 11,000 to 12,000 men are involved. The idle mills repre- 
sent a yearly output of over 300,000 tons, divided up among the 
different branches about as follows: Unbleached sulphite, 88,000; 
bleached sulphite, 50,000; ground wood, 51,000; unbleached sul- 
phate, 13,000, all tons, Manila paper (mostly Kraft papers), with 
about 41,000 tons; various wrapping papers, 22,000 tons; tissue, 
9,000 tons, and book, about 8,000 tons. 

Already the earlier strike, including the largest mill in thé world 
for bleached sulphite, had a disastrous and demoralizing effect 
on the market for this article; and now two more mills for bleached 
sulphite are ineluded in the extended strike movement, which 
means that nearly five-sixths of.the entire output of this commodity 
in northern Europe is now cut out of the supply ordinarily coming 
on the market. Up to date about 10,000 tons have been with- 
drawn from the usual amount of output. A little while ago there 
was as yet a foreign market value for bleached sulphite, but now 
none can be had; sales of minor importance are reported as high 
as 3% cents. The United States is a keen buyer of foreign 
bleached sulphite, and no doubt has felt the effects of the strike 
badly; the consumers here have had to look for other raw materials 
and have had to use rags more extensively. 
ite has also shown an advance and can 
y; lots have Been picked up gladly at 
$2.90 to $3 per. ‘pounds, ; only small offerings forthcoming 
even at these t ing figures, in spite of extra efforts on the part 
of the mills for bleached Sulphite to enlarge their production. 
The mills are unwilling to quote prices for the coming year and 
close contracts, preferring to watch further developments. 

American poplar soda has also been affected; 2% cents has been 
paid for home consumption, and prices for export have been re- 


ported as high as $2.30. The situation in this article is strained, 
. . 









especially in the Pennsylvania section, where several mills have 
been down for months for lack of wood; one mill has even been 
forced to keep its own machines idle. 

Large contracts for Norwegian unbleached sulphite have been 
closed over here, and therefore the consequences of the big strike 
will be felt here shortly more keenly. It is impossible to anticipate 
when these contracts can again be applied on by Norwegian goods. 
Importers having goods arriving yet unsold are unwilling to sell 
in view of the many points for a quickly rising market. 

Even ordinary paper stock has seen an advance of 10 to 20 per 
cent., and for curiosity sake I may mention that wood prices in 
Canada are higher as a consequence of the recent unexpected de- 
velopments in the European paper trade. 

The month had been remarkable on account of the heavy arrivals 
of European unbleached sulphite; one ship alone, the Presidert 
Lincoln, from Hamburg, brought about 10,000 bales to New York, 
or in the neighborhood of 1,000 tons. The imports show higher 
figures than ever. From Europe were received in June 7,067 tons, 
the biggest month so far this year by an increase of about 900 
tons. Canada is shipping heavier quantities; in June 12,174 tons, 
against 9,720 a year ago, or more by about 3,300 tons, a remark- 
able increase. 

As the labor difficulties in Sweden now seem to be settled for the 
present, it is reassuring that from that country an additional ton- 
nage over 1906 of 74,500 tons may be expected. In 1906 the 
Swedish production reached the figure of 297,000 tons; but it is 
expected to be 371,500 for the present year, according to estimates 
based on the production for the first half of this year. 

The market for unbleached sulphate must be considered some- 
what higher owing to the support from the general situation in 
the trade. One mill for 8,000 tons burned down during the month, 
and in addition two-thirds of the mills for Kraft papers are crip- 
pled by the strike abroad, Among the Swedish mills recently 
down not less than three manufactured Kraft papers, and as heavy 
lots of these papers are marketed in the States, this class of paper 
has special interest here. 

Looking around the mills in this country, it is remarkable that 
several are down on account of low water. 

Commenting on the situation in general, would say that the 
further movements and developments abroad for the next few 
weeks are of utmost interest and importance to the American 
paper makers and well worth watching by them keenly. Should 
the strike now going on in Norway drag out and be of duration 
there is no foretelling what values both in pulps and papers are 
going to reach up to.

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A NEW PULP SAVER. 





A Patent Has Recently Been Granted on a Method by Which 
the Particles Are Brought Together During Their Fall, the 
Water Being Later Forced Upward, Leaving the Pulp Behind. 


The invention of M. Victor Antoine (for which a French patent 
has been granted) is intended to provide an easy, practical and 
inexpensive method of recovering substances in suspension in 
water, particularly in that coming from the wet portion of paper 
machines. The water is separated into the dense portion contain- 
ing the decanted substances, and into the purified or clear water, 
which can be used again, discharged into any water-course or other- 
wise disposed of. 

In order to obtain this result the substances are made to begin 
to assume an agglomerated form during their fall (which is a 
little more rapid than that of the water containing them), this 
result, as well as precipitation, being facilitated by the action of 
sulphate of alumina. The water is brought into a location favor- 
able to the maximum action of the difference in density between 
the water and the substances in question. The operation is com- 
pleted by an upward movement of the water being produced, com- 
bined with a diminishing speed of circulation, so as to assist the

fall of the matters still in suspension and carried upward by the 
water. 

According to details published in the Moniteur de la Papeterie 
Frangaise the most suitable apparatus for this purpose consists of 
a conical vat, into the centre of which the water containing the 
substances to be recovered is conducted by a special feed appliance 
in conjunction with a certain quantity of sulphate of alumina. 
The water rises in the vat, the higher level remaining constant, and 
when the separation has been effected it escapes, after being puri- 
fied, as explained, through a circular conduit communicating’ with 
an escape pipe. 

Fig. 1 is a partial sectional elevation of the apparatus, while Fig. 
2 is a corresponding vertical view. The apparatus includes a vat a 
in metal or other substance, the interior of which is enameled or 
glazed, and which rests on a circular wall b. At the centre of the 
vat a is fixed (by means of crosspieces not represented in the 
figure) a wooden or metal inner receptacle c, in which is placed a 
plate or perforated bottom d, on which there is deposited a layer 
of solid sulphate of alumina. The level of this perforated bottom d 
is slightly lower than the higher level of vat a (for. instance, by 
about one-eighth of an inch). In this way the water in the inner 
receptacle c comes in contact to some extent with the bottom d, 
only slightly touching at its base the layer of alumina. 

At the upper part of the vat a is placed a circular conduit f, col- 
lecting from all sides the clear water which overflows from the 
vat, and letting it escape through pipe g. 

The bottom of the vat a communicates by an opening m with a 
pipe h, provided with a faucet i, which permits the evacuation and 
recovery of the decanted products. The water to be treated is con- 
ducted into the inner teceptacle ¢ by a conduit or a pipe ¢. At a 


certain distance from the bottom of vat a is an opening 0, pro- 
vided with a cork or with an emptying appliance k. 

The operation of the apparatus is continuous. The water to be 
decanted, brought through conduit ¢, flows into the inner receptacle 
c. Here it comes into contact with the sulphate of alumina, 
which is carried through the perforated bottom d around the orifice 
of pipe e. The water runs in a downward direction in the pipe of 
inner receptacle c, as far as the bottom of vat a, then rising slowly 
in the latter. 

Under the combined action of (1) the free agglomerations, (2) 
the sulphate of alumina, (3) the favorable position into which the 
water is conducted, (4) the ascending movements and speeds, the 
substances in suspense in the water are separated from the latter. 

Variations in the dimensions of the apparatus may be necessi- 
tated by the nature of the water treated, and of the substances it 
contains, as well as by that of the decantation which may be de- 


sired.

Against each ,of these 
opinions will be found the author’s comments and criticisms, and 
the whole, with index, forming useful books of reference. 

Vol. III will embrace discussions on the following questions: 
“Brass” and “steel” beater bars; the size and speed of beater rolls; 
the fading of Prussian blue papers; the effect of lowering the 
breast roll; the effect of “loading” on the transparency of papers; 
terra alba as a loading for paper; the use of alum in tub sizing; 
the influence of temperature in bleaching; the use of refining en- 
gines; agitation as an auxiliary to bleaching; the heating of stuff 
for the paper machine; the comparative merits of soda recovery 
processes ; the electrification of papers; the “life” of machine wires; 
the action of edge runners. 

Vol. IV will contain discussions upon the following questions: 
The bulking of papers; special qualities of “art” papers; the “age- 
ing” of papers; the use of lime in boiling; controlling the mark of 
the “dandy”; the comparative marks of “machine” and “hand” 
cut rags; the cause of froth on the machine and harm resulting 
therefrom; the amount of water required in the production of dif- 
ferent kinds of paper; the management of suction boxes; the con- 
trol of shrinkage of papers on the machine; how to make paper 
that does not shrink or expand with atmospheric influences, ete.

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PRODUCING PULP WITHOUT GRINDERS. 


Herr J. P. Korschilgen, in an Interesting Communication, Answers 
Four Questions Relating to the Problem—He Says 
That Grinding Is Serviceable for Cheap Papers. 


In a recent number of the Papier-Fabrikant were published in 
the “Technical Question Box” various suggestive inquiries, among 
them the following: 

Do you know of a process for producing white or brown pulp 
without requiring the great power of the grinder? This can doubt- 
less be effected only by the wood being brought into small pieces 
as in the manufacture of cellulose and being afterwards boiled 
with chemicals or steamed under a given pressure. How are these 
products then practically converted into wood pulp or half cellu- 
lose in order to obtain a cheap and yet good pulp for the manu- 
facture of paper and paper board? 

What power is required for each 100 kilos (220 pounds) of dry 
pulp? . a 

What is the cost of bleaching brown ‘pulp? 

Herr J. P. Korschilgen in an interesting communication to the 
above named journal remarks that these four questions are more 
or less connected, referring as they do to the various forms under 
which the fibres of wood are employed in the manufacture of 
paper. He considers that notwithstanding certain objections to 
the usual process of grinding it produces a cheap and suitable 
material, which answers well for certain classes of paper, par- 
ticularly for news, 

Good long fibred ground wood makes, without the addition of 
other substances, a serviceable paper, Herr Korschilgen having 
before him a sample more than twenty-five years old in a good 
state of preservation and having only a slight brownish tinge. 

After dealing with the question of mixing other substances with 
ground wood, Herr Korschilgen remarks that in its production 
there are three important factors—the cost of the wood, the motive 
force required for grinding and the loss in weight during the 
process. Modern grinders will yield 70 to 75 per cent. of air dry 
wood pulp. In modern grinding establishments 10 metric tons 
(10,000 kilos) of pulp are produced in twenty-four hours by the 
use of 600 horse power or at the rate of 6 horse power per 100 
kilos (220 pounds). Much more power was formerly required, and 
is still needed today, in the case of old fashioned installations. 

Various efforts have been made to introduce processes replacing 
grinding, but they were so complicated and the product so irregu- 
lar that grinding has maintained its position. Warming the wood 
during grinding loosens the fibres and gives them suppleness. 
Steaming wood was at first undertaken in the belief that less 
power would then be required in grinding. The contrary was, 
however, found to be the case. The removal of some substances 
from the wood through steaming, and the transformation of others, 
gave the wood a brown tinge and caused a loss of 15 per cent., 
bringing down the yield of air dry brown ground wood to 55 or 
60 per cent. of that of the wood in the original state. The qualities 
of its fibres, however, render it more valuable than the white 
description. 

In reply to one of the questions stated above it is stated that 
brown ground wood is hard to bleach, and requires for that pur- 
pose large quantities of chemicals, which increases its cost. Tak- 
ing the cost in the brown state as 11 to 12 marks per 100 kilos. ($1.21 
to $1.32 per 100 pounds), and allowing 3 to 4 marks ($0.33 to $0.44) 
for loss in fibre, chemicals and other expenses, the cost is prac- 
tically brought up to that of good unbleached wood cellstuff. The 
brown, moreover, has many short and partially destroyed fibres. 

Reference is made to a special bleaching process, hitherto un- 
known, on which Herr Willy Ebert is now working, for the pro- 
duction of excellent white cellstuff from white and brown ground 


wood. Herr Korschilgen expresses the opinion that if this new 
process is not too complicated nor too costly it has good prospects 
of success. 


“Plant Trees in Waste Places.” 


Wasuincton, D. C., August 20, 1907.—“Plant Trees in Waste 
Places” is the slogan which the American Forestry Association 
has adopted with a view to mending the awful waste which has 
characterized the treatment of our forested areas. 

“If timber cutting and timber waste goes on at the present rate,” 
said Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson the other day, who, 
among other things, is the president of the American Forestry 
Association, “and there is no forest planting in the meantime, we 
will in twenty-five or thirty years be a treeless nation.” 

Of course the United States will wake up some time on the 
subject of trees and forests. There appears to be considerable 
ethical interest throughout the country now, but when wood be- 
comes as scarce and as high priced as it is in Germany, for in- 
stance, one can depend upon it that there will be a rush to plant 
forests, because trees will be of more crop value than wheat, even 
on the best wheat land. 

But it is the waste, unused places—land that is not considered 
tillable—that should receive the greatest tree planting attention. 
There are vast areas of such lands in the aggregate, varying in 
extent from plots of a few acres to huge tracts, that can be suc- 
cessfully planted to trees. — 

The time is not so far distant as the average man imagines 
when the increased price of lumber will make necessary the plant- 
ing of trees even on good agricultural land. The price of timber 
lands is doubling every few years. The Philadelphia Commercial 
Museum is authority for the statement that within six years lands 
in the Southern Appalachian timber regions have increased from 
$5 or $6 an acre to $15 and $20, 


Injunction versus Striking Bookbinders Made Permanent. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Hotyoxe, Mass., August 19, 1907——The Superior Court at 
Springfield, which granted a temporary injunction against the strik- 
ing bookbinders and other employees of the National Blank Book 
Company some time ago, last week made the injunction perma- 
nent, and the strikers seem to feel the injunction keenly. At the 
hearing as to the making of the injunction permanent it is stated 
that* the striking union was not represented by counsel. It is not 
known whether the union will make an endeavor to appeal the case

_to a higher court or not, as the leading officials could not be reached 


today. 

There has been a considerable amount of sympathy expressed 
for the strikers in this city over some aspects of the case, as it is 
believed by many that either the strike or lockout was ill advised 
on the part of the men at the moment, when the best of judgment 
should have been had and consideration given to the advice of 
disinterested men in the place of the men who advised the strike 
before consultations could .be had with the proper officials of the 
company. 

From all information that can be obtained in this city the strike 
is lost so far as the union is concerned, as there might better have 
been no union in this case. 

Some of the former employees of the company are making ar- 
rangements to engage in business in this city under the name of 
the Holyoke Job Bookbinding Company, and others have either 
secured work out of the city or are returning to the old places after 
a fruitless strike. One of the nop-union employees of the com- 
pany was.arrested Saturday afternoon charged with assaulting one 
of the strikers, who made the complaint for his arrest, it is said. 
The superintendent of the company furnished bail for the man, 
who in court this morning waived examination, pleading guilty to 
the charge, and was fined a nominal amount. Ferry.

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TESTING PHILIPPINES FIBRES. 


A Store of Valuable Paper Making Fibres Has Been Found in 
the Islands, According to the Report of Dr. Richmond, 
Who Has Made a Study of the Subject. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., August 19, 1907—Not alone in the United 
States is the subject of matter suitable for the manufacture of 
paper occupying considerable time and attention on the part of 
those most interested, but in the far away Philippines work has been 
going on for some time, and during the whole of last year, by 
Dr. Richmond, in the investigation of fibrous substances suitable 
for the purpose of being used in the manufacture of paper, and he 
has successfully demonstrated that in two of the Philippine grasses, 
known as cogon and talahib, in abaca waste, in several species of 
bamboo, in buri palm, in a number of common woods and in cocoa- 
nut husks these islands possess a store of valuable paper making 
materials which now seem to be almost inexhaustible. In view of 
the great scarcity of paper making materials in other countries, this 
fact is likely to become of great commercial importance. 

In order to successfully prosecute this work in the way that 
would give the data necessary for the paper manufacturer some 
rather large apparatus was imported through the Division of Chem- 
istry of the Philippines, typifying the machinery in use in the paper 
factories; this machinery was constructed in Manila. 

The results have shown that in the Philippine grasses, cogon 
(Imperata exaltate Brongn) and talahibe (Saccharum spontaneum 
Zinn), in the waste from the hemp stripping, and in the materials 
already mentioned there is extensive material for the manufacture 
of paper. Cogon and talahib, which at present occupy such large 
waste areas in the Philippines, can at comparatively small expense 
be manufactured into a very good grade of paper, and the waste 
from the abaca yields a pulp of the very highest grade. This sub- 
ject of abaca waste has been pursued very persistently. It has 
been found that for every pound of dry fibre stripped by the 
common process a pound of dry waste was gotten, which is about 
one-half pure fibre. This material proved to be easy to dry, and 
a great many samples were sent to different paper mills. One 
chemist of a large paper concern is said to ‘have produced 36 per 
cent. of the waste in pure paper pulp, and gave it as his opinion that 
the waste would make a grade of paper equal to the best. linen. 

The principal objects of the investigation that have been made 
with abaca waste have been, first, to obtain as complete data as 
possible showing the actual value of abaca waste as a paper ma- 
terial, and second, to learn if that waste can be profitably exported 
to foreign countries. 

A shipment of about 600 pounds of the waste was received from 
the San Ramon Government farm as far back as October, 1904. 
Of that shipment a part was sent to the leading paper manufac- 
turers in Great Britain, France, China, Japan and the United 
States, and to the United States Department of Agriculture. The 
balance of that shipment was put up in bales and shipped to Yoko- 
hama and New York. The early reports seem to show that the 
material was only fit for use in the manufacture of wrapping paper. 
As to the possibility of its being profitable to ship it to the United 
States, there are many elements that would enter into such a con- 
sideration. i EX

Paper and Paper Stock Receipts at Dayton, Ohio. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, August 19, 1907.—There is no doubt that last 
month and the present month will break all records in the history 
of the Dayton custom house, with reference to the value of goods 
handled, and it is gratifying to note that the paper trade is assisting 
in this smashing of records. 

It has been only a couple of years since Dayton became a port 
of entry, and the annual report of the Cincinnati office shows to 
what extent it has cut a figure since the establishment of the office. 
The comment in the report that but for the detachment of the 
Dayton business the past year would have recorded the greatest 
increase in the business is significant. 

From the beginning the increase has been steady and substantial. 
Three lines of merchandise are especially notable, china clay, wood 
pulp and nursery stock. Thus it will be seen that the paper trade 
represents two of the three lines worthy of special mention, The 
Champion Coated Paper Company is the largest importer of clay. 
This firm also imports large quantities of wood pulp from Sweden, 
and these materials enter into the manufacture of the highest 
grade stock. The company has had delivered hundreds of bales 
of pulp during the past week or so. A number of other firms also 
import considerable wood pulp from Canada. M. V. 





A Scandinavian Paper Maker on Bleaching of Wood Pulp. 


Exchange of views being distinctly helpful in the solution of dis- 
puted points, interest attaches to the comments of “A Scandinavian 
Paper Maker” in the Papier-Fabrikant on a recent article of Herr 
Willy Ebert in the same journal (the principal features of which 
were reproduced in Tue Paper Trape Journat of July 4), as well 
as upon previous utterances of Herr Ebert. 

The correspondent in question states that in his varied experi- 
ence of treating jute and wood pulp he always, found that the pos- 
sibility of substances inimical to bleaching being liberated was a 
decisive factor. Too forcible a treatment in bleaching he disap- 
proves of, as the injury to the fibres more than offsets the advan- 
tages of a good white color. At the same time, in view of the 
continual improvement in chemical or electrolytical processes, he 
looks for gradually better results. As Herr Ebert is still con- 
tinuing his trials, certain suggestions are offered, with the promise 
of further co-operation by the writer. 

The chopping of wood intended for the preparation of cellstuff 
has ‘among disadvantages that of the fibres being injured in their 
form; it being, moreover, proved that sawing into small pieces pro- 
duces tougher fibres, and therefore tougher paper. Still, it is ad- 
mitted that certain objections can also be raised against the latter 
system. 

It is therefore suggested to use a kind of rasping, by combining 
with the usual method of grinding a sort of imitation grindstone, 
formed by the requisite number of circular saws with suitable 
teeth being screwed together. With such an apparatus it is con- 
sidered that a very large output can be obtained, through pressing 
blocks of wood against this rotating metal defibrator. This would 
be particularly the case if the grinding surface was as wide as pos- 
sible (not less than 1 metre, or 39% inches), while the consumption 
of power would be as little as practicable. Arrangements would 
likewise have to be made for the proper spraying of water, as in 
the case of warm grinding. 

Subsequent treatment of the mass thus obtained in a rotating 
boiler with suitable, lye and pressure should, it is considered, result 
in successful and economical bleaching, with due regard to the 
fibre not being injured by the procegs.

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CLAYTON BEADLE SPIKES SOME GUNS. 


He Shows the Weakness of the Many Big Schemes to Use Fibres 
from Remote Parts of the World—Cites Cost of 
Transporting Cotton as an Example. 


(By Ciayton Beanie, in the World’s Paper Trade Review.) 

Out of the numerous attempts that have been made from time 
to time to utilize fibres from the East, the most essential factors 
have been blindly ignored by various advocates and enthusiasts in 
the introduction of materials for the paper trade, and to the un- 
initiated there are some startling anomalies. 

The United States Government has issued some lengthy reports 
on the subject of cotton. These reports are of the greatest possi- 
bly utility to the cotton trade. To the lay reader they will dis- 
close many apparent anomalies which no doubt are common in the 
transport of all similar materials, and they may be taken as a 
gentle reminder to numerous enthusiastic gentlemen who come 
forward periodically with some new raw material from the other 
end of the world dirt cheap, and tell us that there is nothing to 
be done but to float a company, import the said material and make 
a huge profit. . - 

1 take the question of transport and other charges on cotton 
(although in its raw state it is not a paper maker's raw material) 
because it is an enormous and stereotyped industry, known and 
practiced by a large community, and everything is being done to 
reduce costs to a minimum. In the following information the use 
of the United States records is resorted td.

As to the transport of cotton, the cost of transportation varies 
with each locality and the rates of freight, which are always fluc- 
tuating. Competitive lines, water transportation, the facility of 
arranging through freights, each brings its quota to complicate the 
problent. Distance is by no means a determining factor. It has 
sometimes cost less to ship cotton from the interior to Liverpool 
than to the New England mills. Changes are constantly occurring. 
The new Manchester Canal delivers cotton to the mills 30 cents a 
bale cheaper on the average than it is delivered ex-ship from 
Liverpool. Notwithstanding the general cheapening of transporta- 





tion that has taken place, the percentage of this cost upon the total 
cost since the decline in the price of cotton is greater than when 
the staple sold high. It imposes an additional burden on importers 
and operates with other factors to render the manufacture of the 
raw material where it is grown more remunerative than it can 
be at distant points, and this will probably continue to be the case 
unless some unforeseen cause raises the price of cotton. It may 
be thought that as the product will finally have to be distributed 
the cost of transportation will attach as much to the manufactured 
article as to the raw material. This is a mistake, however. The 
transportation of cotton costs more than the transportation of 
goods. Where the first is charged 47 cents per cwt. the latter 
goes through for 30 cents per cwt. Some idea of the charges and 
cost of transporting cotton will be conveyed by the financial 
statement, giving these data regarding its shipment to Liverpool, 
where more of the crop has been always shipped than elsewhere. 

We have had to study this question from the fact of handling 
a somewhat similar material. 

_Of the above items it will be noticed that the cost from “port 
to Liverpool” is under 40 per cent. of the total cost, whereas the 
compression and freight to port constitutes about 28 per cent., but 
if one adds in the case of cotton the cost for the 6 per cent. tare 
of cotton at different prices, then the total cost per bale even on, 
cotton at 25 amounts to $6.64. And the percentage of cost on the 
transportation on the total cost varies anywhere from 24 to 15 
per cent. Taking those items which are the same in different cot- 
tons, the total comes out at $5.14 per bale of 500 pounds, which is, 
roughly speaking, a cost of £5 a ton, and with the tare on the high- 
est as on cotton, the cost comes out to the equivalent of about 
£8 to £8 10s. a ton on the raw cotton as delivered to mills. Thus 
the cost for transport, etc., as above detailed in the case of cotton, 
although handled in very large quantities, is greater than preserit 
prices at which esparto is selling at in this country. Although no 
paper making materials from any part of the world would be 
handled on the lines of cotton, we have had an object lesson of 
transportation charges, such as might result on a loose fibrous 
material if handled on the lines of cotton. With cotton the great 
factor of cost is, of course, not the cultivation, but the gathering, 
which all has to be done by hand labor. Esparto is a far more 
rough and tumble material than cotton, and its handling is done 
on quite different lines. 

Now, in the introduction of any new material, say brought from 
the East, for the paper trade, even if actually in as large quantities 
as cottén, where evérything is done to save labor, and when the 
bales are compressed to the greatest possible extent, one has to 
face similar charges to the above, and so if the material is to be 
had for the asking, growing in wild confusion and capable of 
yielding an abundance of first class fibre, it does not follow, for 
the reasons above enumerated, that the said raw material would 
be as marketable as a raw material in this or in other European 
countries.

CORRESPONDENCE SOLICITED 
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TO SAVE IN COST OF FILLERS. 


The Waste That Usually Takes Place in Adding the Fillers Can 
Be Avoided by the Adoption of a New Patented 
Process by Which the Pulp Is Permeated. 


A patent has been taken out by Messrs. Klein and Bandisch, 
says the World’s Paper Trade Revigw, for combining paper with 
filling dyes, antiseptic and anything else that has to go in. The 
usual method is to add the extra substances to the pulp in the hol- 
lander, but this entails a loss of from 40 per cent. to 50 per cent., 
as the particles which cling to the fibre are again torn off, either 
in the hollander or during the subsequent grinding, and lost in 
the sediment and wash waters. The invention under notice is 
said to avoid this ‘waste. 

The paper mass as it leaves the hollander, therefore, containing 
about 95 per cent. of water, is filled before it passes below the 
india rubber rollers, i. ¢., at a stage earlier than is at present 
usual. Hence the filling, instead of merely coating the material 
superficially, is made to penetrate the entire mass. In this way the 
texture of the paper is made much closer and more uniform, and 
at least 90 per cent. of the filling material is utilized, a result far 
superior to anything hitherto achieved. 

In many cases, too, this incorporation of the filling throughout 
the whole thickness of the paper increases its suppleness and its 
suitability for printing purposes. As regards the formation of the 
weighting reagent upon the fibre—and this,is the manner of filling 
more especially considered by the patentees—the first substance 
may be put into the hollander, while the precipitating substance is 
put into a second vat, between the hollander and the rollers. A 
good plan is to sprinkle the second solution on to the sieve during 
the passage of the pulp. Yet another method is to put the first 
reagent into the sieve water and then to sprinkle as just stated. 

Even if fillings are used which are insoluble in water, and are 
in solution in alcohol, or acetone, etc., they can be thrown down 
on the fibre by the action of the water on the pulp, if they are 
sprinkled over the paper mass. This must, of course, be done 
before the rollers are reached. 

It is obvious that the process can be used for precipitating color 
lakes as well as fillings. The following is an illustrative example 
of the dyeing of paper pulp with chrome yellow: For every 100 
pounds of pulp a solution of 24% pounds of sugar lead is mixed 
with the pulp in the hollander. In the sieve the paper is treated 
with a solution of half a pound of potassium bichromate. With 
care it is possible to produce different tints in different parts of 
the same sheet. 


Swedish Chamber of Commerce Formed in New York.

The principal object of the chamber is to promote and protect 
the direct interchange of commerce between the United States 
and Sweden. The chamber is in position to furnish reliable advice 
and information regarding commercial and industrial conditions 
in these countries and in other ways assist exporters, importers 
and manufacturers in finding markets for their goods, effecting 
business connections, etc. "The chamber is daily in receipt of in- 
quiries concerning import, export and industrial matters, and the 
fact that it has been sought with active interest by business men 
on both sides of the Atlantic indicates that it is filling a long felt 
want.

Planning to Develop New York Water Powers. 


Aupany, N. Y., August 19, 19007.—Governor Hughes on Friday 
of last week conferred with the members of the State Water 
Supply Commission in regard to devising plans for the develop- 
ment of the water powers of the State for public use under State 
ownership and control. An appropriation of $35,000 is available 
for the investigation under the Fuller law, recommended by Gov- 
ernor Hughes. 

John R. Freeman, engineering expert, who has been engaged 
by the commissioners to advise with them and direct the work of 
the investigation, also attended the conference. 

“Roughly outlined,” Mr. Freeman said today, “the plan adopted 
by the commission is in two parts. First it contemplates a gen- 
eral investigation of the State’s water power resources, and then 
one or two specific propositions worked out to show the cost and 
feasibility of developing the water power of one or more given 
streams for commercial purposes. These features may be pre- 
sented in a preliminary report to the Legislature to show the 
possibilities of water development by the State itself. 

“It is a fact not generally known to engineers outside the State 
that, unlike other States, this one owns most of its inland streams. 
This precaution was taken by the State when the canal system 
was inaugurated in the early part of the last century. Where, in 
other commonwealths, the riparian owners control the bed of the 
inland streams, here the people of the State are the owners, so 
that the State is in a position to develop the power of its streams 
without the necessity of spending large sums to acquire ownership.” 

The Hudson River Power Company, which proposes to develop 
the power of the Sacandaga River, figures that its income from 
that source alone would be $500,000 a year. 


Norwegian Paper in Australia. 


W. B. Carmichael, representative of the International Paper 
Company in Australia, with- headquarters at Sydney, is quoted in 
the World Paper Trade Review as saying that the United States 
and Canada are losing ground somewhat in Australia because 
of the activity of the Norwegians, who are producing cheaper 
grades than the mills in the United States, but of an inferior 
quality. The establishment six months ago of a steamship line 
from Scandinavia direct to Australia also has had an appre- 
ciable effect on trade conditions. Mr. Carmichael is of the 
opinion that when the dealers in Australia realize that the 
cheapness of the Norwegians’ offers is dear in the long run a 
mighty reaction will follow in favor of the American and Cana- 
dian manufacturers. 


The C. L. La Boiteaux Company, ef Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis, has moved its St. Louis headquarters from the rooms it 
shared with another tenant in the Houser Building to 529 Pierce 
Building, where the company will occupy quarters alone. The early 
increase in office facilities is evidence that the “La Boiteaux” lines 
are gaining in the St. Louis market.

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A NEW FIBRE FROM MALAY. 


Lallang Grass, a Weed Which Grows in the Malay Peninsula, 
Has Been Tested for Paper Making With Encouraging 
Results—Further Investigations of It to Be Made. 


(By Clayton Beadle, in the World’s Paper Trade Review.) 

Lallang (or lalang) grass has come to my notice, more particu- 
larly during the last few years, on account of the clearing of rub- 
ber estates in the Malay Peninsula from this grass for the pur- 
poses of the plantations of rubber trees. It is, of course, regarded 
by the planter merely as a weed which has to be eradicated. It 
probably is not known to planters that the utilization of this grass 
prior to the introduction of rubber trees formed the subject of a 
concession fifteen years ago. The idea of cultivating this grass, 
or even collecting or harvesting it, as a source of profit to the 
rubber planter would no doubt be scouted; in fact, catch crops 
generally may be set aside as being hardly worthy of consideration, 
at least for the present. a 

But it is as well to look ahead, and the time may come in the 
East when such products as lallang grass can with advantage be 
turned to good account. The East will no doubt grow, in fact is 
growing, as a field for the paper maker. The utilization of bam- 
boo as a paper making material in British Burma is receiving seri- 
ous consideration at the hands of the Government. I do not wish 
to suggest that the time has yet come to consider the utilization of 
lallang in the same direction, but the time may come when such a 
material will have to be used to meet the increasing demands. All 
I seek to do in this article is to place on record that which has 
already been attempted in this direction. 

The Johore Malay Peninsula paper making concession was 
granted by H. H. the Sultan with the object of utilizing lallang 
grass for the manufacture of all classes of paper, and in 1902 a 
pamphlet was published containing a synopsis of this concession, 
with reports of the experiments made. The opinions expressed, as 
set forth in this pamphlet, would lead one to conclude that this 
grass is superior to esparto as a paper making material. The date 
of the granting of the concession was February 20, 1891, wherein 
H. H. the Sultan of Johore conveyed “to the concessionaire, or to 
whomsoever he may assign it, a monopoly to utilize for the manu- 
facture of paper lallang grass and all fibrous plants that are in- 
digenous or can be cultivated in the territory of Johore for the 
term of fifty-five years, free of rent, taxes or import duty of any 
kind, in consideration of establishing the paper making industry in 
the territory, and turning lallang grass, known as the pest of the 


country, into a valuable commercial product.” The concession also” 


covered the right to make use of any clay suitable for paper manu- 
facture, “of which class of clay there is abundance throughout the 
territory.” The concession provided for “grants of 5,000 acres of 
Government land to be taken up in blocks, not exceeding 1,000 
acres each, for the cultivation of the plantain tree, or other fibrous 
plants or grasses (other than lallang) that could be utilized in the 
manufacture of paper; a grant of 50 acres of land as a factory site, 
and also a site of sufficient area for the construction of a wharf 
or jetty at deep water to admit of ocean going vessels loading and 
discharging in event of the factory not being erected close to the 
sea. The whole of the above were granted for the full term of 
the concession free of rent or taxes of any kind whatsoever, and 
every facility was to be afforded by the Government of Johore to 
secure a sufficient and permanent supply of clear soft water, such 
as is required for paper making. All machinery, tools, chemicals 
or materials of any kind whatsoever required for the construc- 
tion of buildings, or in the manufacture of paper or half-stuff were 
to be admitted into the territory free of import duty during the 
term of the concession.” The concession also stipulated “that 
not less than 1,000 tons of paper or half-stuff, or both, shall be 
manufactured per annum after the third year from date of the 


concession. The fourth year the concessionaire must pay to the 
Government of Johore a royalty of $1 per ton on all paper or half- 
stuff manufactured; the fifth year $2 per ton, and the sixth and 
subsequent years, $3 per ton.” 

The lallang grass grows in wild luxuriance on all cleared uncul- 
tivated lands throughout the territory, and is procurable in great 
abundance on the banks of the river, thus reducing the cost of 
freight to a minimum. The rivers of the territory may be divided 
into three watersheds: The Southern, in which the first fac- 
tory was to have been erected 4 or 5 miles to the west of the 
city of Johore, being then the most populous; the Western is the 
next in importance, draining the large and populous district of 
Muar, in which there is a railway constructed (at the time of 
granting the concession there was in this district 20,000 acres 
under banana (Musa Paradisiaca) cultivation, and this material, 
under the very favorable local circumstances, it was thought could 
be worked up into a raw material of considerable value for paper 
making), and the third watershed drains the east coast of the ter- 
ritory. The two latter watersheds were regarded of great impor- 
tance, as available for disposing of to subsidiary companies if 
deemed advisable. The cost of cutting and delivering the lallang 
at the proposed factory from the waste lands comprised in the 
Southern watershed was estimated at less than Ios. per ton, but 
the concessionaire, when submitting this statement, preferred to 
estimate it at 15s. per ton. 

From estimates obtained at the time the cost of a completed 
mill, fitted with all the modern appliances and capable of turning 
out 3,000 tons per annum of “air dry” bleached half-stuff, would 
not exceed £8000. The freight and erection of the machinery, 
wharf, buildings, fresh water supply, etc., it was thought would be 
amply covered by allowing an extra £6,000. 

Lallang, it was claimed, could be delivered at a factory in Johore 
in large quantities for one-sixth the price that esparto then com- 
manded in Great Britain, and for one-third the cost of straw in 
India or China. The cost for boiling and bleaching is about the 
same as for treating esparto, and the establishment of the industry 
under the terms of the concession was regarded as possessing the 
following advantages: Unlimited quantity of fine clay for loading 
(free) ; a monopoly of all fibrous materials their territory pro- 
duces adaptable for the manufacture of paper, including banana, 
and with a grant of 5,000 acres of land for cultivating fibrous 
plants, free of rent or taxation; cheaper labor; complete immunity 
from import duty, rent or taxes, and no inland carriage freight; a 
large market for the consumption of the material produced in the 
Straits Settlements, the Eastern Archipelago and Australia.

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“WOOD YARN” AND ITS USES. 


It Is Made of Cellulose Fibre Cut Into Flat, Narrow Strips, 
Which Are Spun Automatically—The Yarn Has Been Found 
to Be Cheaper and More Durable Than Cotton Fibres. 


Such extensive interest has been taken by manufacturers and 
the general public in the results of the investigation, made at the 
instance of the Bureau of Manufactures, about paper yarn for use 
in textile industries that the following particulars, gathered by 
Consul Carl Bailey Hurst, of Plauen, subsequent to forwarding 
his report on “Cloth from Paper,” will prove of further value: 

While the term “paper yarn” expresses the new material in a 
popular way, the designation “wood yarn” may be held as prefer- 
able. The yarn proper is cellulose fibre converted into flat strips 
of the thickness and width required for the making of a particular 
number. These narrow strips are then spun automatically on 
especially constucted machines, sometimes alone, and, again, when 
extra strength is required, around a minute cotton thgead, which 
comprises from 2 to 5 per cent. in the strongest yarn, of the 
material used in xylolin, the variety of paper yarn made in Sax- 
ony. Although the paper string for tying small parcels is familiar 
to the public, it is known to the trade that this a twisted product 
and has never been produced in uniform thickness, which, even 
aside from the sizing with which it is often treated and its other 
unadaptable qualities, prevents its general use for textiles. 

It is not sought to obtain elasticity in the paper yarn. Strength 
and flexibility are the objects in view. Yarn, by the new process, 
can be produced from wood fibre far cheaper than from shoddy or 
from the waste of cotton mills, which materials, limited in quality 
and irregular in supply, unadapted to the finer shades in dyeing, 
and more expensive, are inferior to cellulose for the purpose to 
which xylolin is put. A fabric of good paper yarn can be laundered 
again and again. An instance may be cited of a piece of white 
drugget made of paper yarn, intentionally placed before a door 
of a busy office, tramped upon incessantly for two years, that has 
been washed some fifty times, and comes out white and strong, so 
that the period of its usefulness is by no means at an end. 


No Relation to Parcel Twine—Manufacture and Cost. 

Efforts have been made heretofore to weave common paper 
twine, but every endeavor has been futile, as it is unsuited-for the 
purpose. Several patents have been taken out in the United States 
to turn paper into yarn, and one mill there makes its paper yarn 
under an American improvement, the patent rights to which have 
long since expired. Paper yarns have been experimented with for 
over a generation. The German products, from the specimens 
that have come under my observation, possess perfect uniformity 
as to thickness, and they have no relation whatever to parcel twine. 

The question of cost rightly takes first rank in the consideration 
of the new yarn. So far as ascertainable from the Saxon mills, 
the labor in producing 1 kilo (2.2 pounds) of wood yarn is 3 
pfennigs ($0.00714) per kilo, or 3 hellers ($0.00609) in Bohemia. 
The paper yarn itself is sold wholesale at 80 pfennigs ($0.1904) 
a kilo, whereas the cheapest cotton yarn available for the textile 
industries in this neighborhood costs at present 2.4 marks ($0.5712) 
a kilo—three times the local price of the new yarn. A spinning 
machine for producing medium numbers of xylolin has from 72 to 
100 spindles; 2,000 spindles can produce 6,000 kilos (6 long tons) 
of the wood yarn in one day. For about 4,000 marks ($952) a 
machfne up to 120 spindles can be built for the spinning of xylolin. 

As this yarn can be woven into almost any fabric, such as dress 
materials, tents, bathing suits, imitation Panama hats, carpets and 
grain bags, one manufacturing plant cannot well produce all the 
articles for which paper yarn may be employed. While the in- 
dustry has well passed-the experimental stage, it is nevertheless of 
such recent development that the paper or wood cloths are not 


gnerally found in the retail stores, or at least advertised as such. 
There are now two mills in Germany producing together 10,000 
kilos (20 long tons) of xylolin daily. One large manufacturer, it 
is stated on creditable authority, after obtaining unequivocal re- 
sults from the new yarn, placed an order for 300,000 kilos (600 
long tons) for his carpet mills. 

Suitable for Bagging, Tapestries, Laces, Etc. 

One of the most important jute spinning and weaving firms in 
Europe has contracted for the privilege of making combination 
bagging of paper yarn and jute, an article that has proved to be a 
great success, not only on account of the cheapness compared with 
bagging of jute, but incidentally, having the quality, of being odor- 
less, bagging of paper yarn alone can be more advantageously used 
for sugar, coffee, salt and other products susceptible to pungent 
odors. Tapestries, not printed, but woven in colors, as well as 
toweling of xylolin, are alike turned out in great quantities. Not 
only can the yarn be used in coarser fabrics but if has also been 
tried successfully in handmade cushion laces. There is a desire 
to take it up in a measure in this machine-made lace centre. The 
yarn can be readily used in knitting and plaiting. Woven xylolin 
treated with a waterproof dressing does not seem to crack by 
wrinkling or friction to the injury of the water-resisting coat. 
One would imagine that a fabric of paper yarn would readily ignite 
and that a lighted match falling on a paper rug could be excep- 
tionally dangerous. The fact is, however, that a burning match 
stem will do more damage to a woolen or jute rug and be.more 
likely to lead to disastrous consequences. While not uninflam- 
mable, an ordinary rug of paper yarn will burn scarcely easier 
than a wooden floor. Some criticism, apt to be misguiding, has 
been offered about paper cloth, with an inclination to compare it 
to sheet paper or rubber, whereas even undercfothing made of paper 
yarn has been found by experience to be satisfactory. Modern 
authorities on hygienic clothing decry the wearing of garments that. 
are so woven as to permit only a very slow exchange of the toxic 
emanations of the body with the outer air. Accordingly, there is 
everything to hope for in a wide use of woven or knit paper cloth 
garments, not only among people who cannot afford to buy more 
expensive clothing, but also among well to do classes, because the 
paper material is cleanly and readily laundered; even caustic soap, 
instead of injuring it, makes the fabric softer. 

As stated in a previous report, the purposes to which paper yarn 
can be put are really so diversified that it is difficult to circumscribe 
its fiefd of usefulness. It cannot be expected that it will appreciably 
decrease the output of other textiles, but on account of its relative 
cheapness it has claims that neither manufacturer nor humanitarian 
can well disregard. Literally it is a new yarn. The commercial 
success already attained by its discovery demonstrates its prac- 
tical utilization. Conservative German manufacturers consider it a 
highly welcome and now well nigh indispensable material for many 
textile purposes. 


Waste Mill Product Preserves Ice. 

R#INELANDER, Wis., August 20, 1907.—J. M. Darrow, connected 
with the paper mills here, claims to have discovered in a waste 
product of the mills a preparation which will preserve ice indefi- 
nitely. The compound, it is said, can be manufactured at a cost of 
47 cents for 1,000 gallons. Housekeepers with this preparation at 
hand can buy a cake of ice, coat it and have no need to trouble 
the iceman again all summer. 


The electrical development of water powers continues to be very 
interesting to capital. Advices fron Marinette, Wis., are to the 
effect that the power of the Peshtigo River at Places Rapids, 
amounting to 1,500 to 2,000 horse power, will be improved in this 
way if a market can be found for the current, The trouble seems 
to be in that part of the country to sell the current rather than 
find localities where it can be cheaply produced.

PAPER.—With the prospect of another advance in prices on 
the different grades of paper, and the fact that inquiries indicate 
an unusually prosperous condition throughout the country, the 
paper men look for a big business this fall. The manufacturers 
of Manila and Fibre papers will hold a meeting in New York this 
week, and it is expected that another advance will be announced. 
Advances on the other grades will follow in a few weeks when 
the demand shows signs of a revival. With the exception of the 
Book paper mills, the others are still reported as having a good 
tonnage on hand. Some of the book mills, it is said, are now 
turning out great orders in less than a week’s time. The jobbers 
still say that trade is pretty quiet, but they all anticipate a good 
fall business. Buyers continue to hold off, and because of this fact 
a rush to cover is expected when small dealers and consumers 
find that prices are advancing again. No real activity in the 
market is looked for until after Labor Day when the vacation 
season ends, although any increase in prices before that time 
will cause a temporary flurry in the demand. The market will 
be strengthened considerably if the consolidation of the North-

PHILADELPHIA, August 20, 1907,—Not for many months has the 
rag market been so utterly demoralized as at the present time. 
The jobbers lay the blame for the total absence of all inquiry for 
anything but roofing paper stock to the concerted determination 
of the manufacturers at their recent meeting not to place any orders 
until prices come down. For White rags, Blues, Linen Cuttings, in 
fact for practically all kinds of rags except Satinettes and Hard 
Felts, quotations can only be nominal, for practically none are 
being handled, there being no demand. Roofing stock is selling 
- low, commanding but 90 cents for No. 1, 70 cents for Nos. 2 and 3, 
which are usually packed together in this market, and 60 cents 
for No. 4. These prices are all from 10 to 20 cents below what 
they were a couple of weeks ago. 

In paper stock, Commons and Old News continue to be in good 
demand, but the price is without the slightest change. White 
Shavings and the better grades of stock are in no inquiry at all, 
though no change in quotations is reported.

The supply on spot is limited. Prices are firmly sustained on the 
basis of $11@17.50 per ton. A satisfactory demand is noted for the 
Domestic product, and quotations remain steady at $8@9 per ton. 

TALC.—The demand continues quite active and business is of 
average volume for this season of the year.

CAUSTIC SODA.—Trade is of seasonable proportions. There 
is a fair demand for moderate quantities for prompt and future 
delivery. Sales are made. at 1.75@1.80c. for 60 per cent., f. 0. b. 
works. Powdered remains at 254@3c., point of delivery. 





SAL SODA.—The market remains steady, and there is a fair 
demand for future delivery. Prices hold steady on the basis of 
7oc. and up, f.

A Holyoke Mill May Add Papeterie Plant. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., August 19, 1907.—There has been in this city 
from time to time during the past few months slight rumors that a 
new plant was to be fitted out for the manufacture of pads, tablets, 
office stationery, polite correspondence papers and almost any kind 
of stationery of this class that one might desire. The reports con- 
cerning this new industry are not at all tangible and are vague in 
the fullest meaning of the word; yet coming with such persistency 
and frequency it is wondered whether or not one of the prominent 
manufacturers has determined to add this branch of the trade to 
that of the manufacture of paper in his already well equipped plant. 
There have been names of some manufacturers linked with the - 
proposition, but in such an indefinite manner that no real credence 
can be placed upon the report. 

It may be expected that an announcement will be made within a 
few months relative to the matter should the reports be substan- 
tiated, when a plant with the finest modern machinery will be estab- 
lished, capable of taking care of all grades and kinds of work. It 
has often been suggested that with proper facilities and suitable 
location it would not seem improbable for Holyoke to have a plant 
of this kind, where the paper from the mill could be turned into 
the stationery department and the printing, engraving or other de- 
partments of this nature without the expense of long hauls, freight 
charges or other items entering into the cost of production of fine 
stationery. One large concern and even more have located in this 
city to be nearer to the paper trade centre; but a plant taking the 
raw material and turning out the finished engraved or printed 
stationery has not been attempted in this city as yet, it is believed.
